LANSING, Kan.—(#>)—Holding 15 


mine officers as hostages, more than 
300 Kansas state penitentiary convicts 
mutinied early Tuesday in the prison 
coal mone. All telephone communica- 
tions with the prison office were brok- 
en by the strikers, shortly after they 
went down into the mine at 7 o'clock. 


Warden Lacey M. Simpson's office j 


said the purpose of the mutiny was ! 
not known yet as no demands had | 
been received from the self-entombed 
convict-miners.- 


Flans were made to send officers, 


armed with gas, into the mine. 


The 15 mine officers 
held 
were 


without arms, the warden's office said, 
so unless firearms had been smuggled 
into the prison the mutioneers were 
without weapons other than 
clubs, 


knives and other such implements. 


One of the most serious mine riots 


began nearly eight years ago when, 
on June 24, 1927, 328 convicts mutinied 
and stayed 720 feet down in the mine 
for 72 hours because they were de- 
nied cigarettes. 


After a fight in which lumps of coal, 


clubs, picks and lanterns were used, 
loyal-' convicts .overcame . the rebel 
strikers, released 14 imprisoned guards 
and ended the riot. 


Robert H. Murray, mine superin- 


tendent, and three top officers went 
into the mine to contact the prison- 
ers. After reaching the bottom of the 
shaft of the mine to talk to the con- 
victs.

Project Is Muffed 


Apparently a misunderstanding oc- 


curred. The local delegation, it was 
pointed out, was under the impres- 
sion that Hempstead county could ob- 
tain both a white and negro camp. 
The result, however, was the transfer 
of Hempstead's original camp to Mag- 
nolia and the. assignment of a negro 
project to this county. 


Acting under government instruc- 


tion, Captain Miller discharged ap- 
proximately 85 local 
employes, 
all 


drawing approximately 75 cents per . 
hour. The weekly payroll, Captain 
Miller said, was only two cents under 
$2,000 per week. 


Captain Miller said that he would 


retain a night watchman, and would 
await instructions for disposition of' 
all material on hand. In the mean- 
time Major Baer conferred with Gov- 
ernor Futrell in Little Rock and told

Captain Miller told The Star that 


two of the buildings at the site had 
been completed and that four other 
buildings were 80 per cent complete.

Captain Miller said that Hempstead 


county had until Wednesday to offic- 
ially reject of accept the negro camp.

"CCC camps are a substantial asset

Epidemic of Measles Now Widespread. 


Measles is apparently more wide- 


Spread now throughout America than 
at almost any other time since infec- 
tious diseases began to be brought 
under contrlo. 


A highly contagious disease, measles 


begins with an inflammation 
of the 


.eyes, sneezing, fever, some hoarseness, 
and a chilly sensation. 


Soon so-called "koplik" spots can 


be noted in the mouth. These small, 
white spots with bluish centers ap-

| Ham P. Shea, research economist, in a 
simply written booklet, "Silver Dol- 
lars."

It is advisable to protect the child's 


eyes from the light. This does not 
mean, however, that his room is to be 
kept absolutely dark. If he is given

smoked or dark glasses to wear, the 
room may be kept as light as usual. 


His diet should be light, with fruit 


and cooked vegetables. Large amounts 
of water ,and of citrus fruit drinks, 
such as orangeade and lemonade. 
should be taken regularly. 


The principal danger of measles lies 


in possible complications. When pa- 
tients die of this disease, the cause is 
usually secondary pneumonia or tu- 
berculosis, secondary infection of the 
tonisls, nose, throat, or ears; or, some- 
times, from abscesses or inflamma- 
tion in the glands of the neck. 


Watch closely for any of these seri- 


ous symptoms. If they appear, notify 
your doctor immediately, so the pa- 
tient may have the best possible med- 
ical attention. 


Fortuntely, when a child once has 


measles, he is not likely to have it 
again, although second 
attacks 
are 


known to occur now and then.

WASHINGTON—The principal aim 


ol Ihe home-financing program of 
the Federal Housing Administration is 
lo bring about an early revival of 
private-home building activity on a 
healthy, enduring basis, according to 
Acting Administrator 
Stewart Mc- 


Donald, who considers that increases 
in building during the first months of 


a 's'plendid improve- 


The Acting Administrator pointed 


to first-quarter increases of 131 per- 
cent over 1934 in the number of fam- 
ilies housed in new buildings as shown 
by building permits for more than 700 
cities. He also considers it significant 
that contracts awarded for residential 
building in April 1935 were -higher 
than in any other month since 1931. 


"We have reached the point at last," 


Mr. McDonald said, "where the pent- 
up demand has pushed open the gates 
of the abnormally 
low 
residential 


building of the last 4 or 5 years, which 
has been inadequate to take care of 
the needs of increasing population or 
lo take the place of old and absolete 
structures which have 
been passin 


out of use."

General improvement in the home 
financing situation; virtual elimirm 
lion of usurious and unsound mort
